DIGS 10 MILES THROUGH SNOW 


Colorado Prospector Reaches City 
from Mountain Cabin More 
Dead Than Alive. 


Buena Vista, Col.—Almost~ dead 
from sheer exhaustion and starvation 
in battling with the fierce elements, 
Samuel Denny, an old prospector, liv- 
ing near the head of Cottonwaud pass, 
wast of Buena Vista, who had been 
snowbound for over 30 days, stumbled 
into the Hotel Buena Vista at Hot 
Springs, six miles west of Buena 
Vista, after a trip-of four days, cover- 
ing a distance of over. ten miles from 
his. lonely cabin in the mountains to 
the ‘springs. 

Denny would shawn otit.a trail for a 
distance and then return: ‘to his cabin 
for ‘rest and food. ‘Again le would 
tackle the drifting snow, sometimes 
shoveling -through drifts 30 and 40 
feet deep. In this manner and in con- 
slant danger of being engulfed , in 
snowslides Which many thues blecked 
thé trail behind him, he finally reached 
the springs, more dead than alive.

wood pass, where he has located a 
‘ranch and has a number*of cattle, all 
of which he says will.die. He has al- 
ready Jost four from hunger and cold.

Feeding Ewes Before Lambing.— 
In the feeding and management of 
ewes, it is extremely important that 
they should have ample opportunity 
for exercise. Exercise is quite as 
important as the feed they receive. 
Vf the ewes- 
when taken into-the pens in the fall, 
it would probably not be necessary to 
feed them any grain during the first 
part of the winter. <A little clover hay 
and roots (turnips preferred) will fur- 
nish them with practically all they re- 
quire. - As to the amount of turnips, 
would not recommerid feeding more 
than three or four pounds of ‘turnips 
te-a—ewe in a day. If pea straw is 
substituted for part of the clover hay. 
it may be necessary to feed a light 
srain ration. For at least a month or 
six weeks before the lambs begin to 
come, tt is a¢geod plan to feed rather 
fewer roots, say not more than two 
pounds per ewe per day, and to com- 
‘mence feeding ‘a light grain ration. 
Oats and bran make about the safest 
food for this purpose ha: a pound of 
grain per day per ewe should be suf- 
ficient. If the ewes ate very thin, i 
may ve necessary to feed somewhat 


more heavily, but it would be prefer- 


able to commence grain feeding earlier 
and to continne the light ration 
throughout, Of course there are many 
methods of feeding sheep, but the plan 
as outHned Will:glve good results pro- 
vided the ewes are given plenty of ex-
